STANLEY BATES, Administrative Director of the Conference, 
teaches Philosophy, and is Chairman of the Philosophy Depart- 
ment, at Middlebury College. He has taught previously at Har- 
vard and the University of Chicago, and has served as Middle- 
bury’s Dean of Arts and Humanities. His articles and reviews on 
ethics, aesthetics and the philosophy of law have appeared in 
the Journal of Philosophy, Ethics, The Philosophical Quarterly 
and Philosophy and Literature. 


STANLEY ELKIN, novelist and short story writer, teaches at 
Washington University in St. Louis. His novels are Boswell, A 
Bad Man, The Dick Gibson Show, The Franchiser and The Liv- 
ing End. He has also published a collection of short stories, 
Criers and Kibitzers, Kibitzers and Criers, and a book of novel- 
las, Searches and Seizures. Currently he is working on a novel, 
George Mills. He has received a Guggenheim Fellowship and 
grants from the Rockefeller Foundation, The National Institute 
of Arts and Letters, and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. 


JOHN IRVING is a novelist and short-story writer. His books 
include The World According to Garp, Setting Free the Bears, 
The Water-Method Man and the 158 Pound Marriage. He has 
taught at the Iowa Writers’ Workshop, Mt. Holyoke and Bran- 
deis. He has received Fellowships from the Guggenheim and 
Rockefeller Foundations and from the National Endowment for 
the Arts. His fifth novel, The Hotel New Hampshire, will be 
published in 1981. 


WILLIAM MATTHEWS, poet, is the author of Sticks and 
Stones, Rising and Falling and Sleek for the Long Flight. He has 
taught at Cornell, Emerson, Sarah Lawrence and the University 
of Iowa. He presently directs the program in creative writing at 
the University of Washington. He has received National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and Guggenheim Fellowships. 


TIM O'BRIEN won the 1979 National Book Award in fiction for 
his novel, Going After Cacciato. His other novels are Northern 
Lights and If I Die In A Combat Zone. His short stories have ap- 
peared in Esquire, The Atlantic Monthly, Redbook, Shenan- 
doah, and Denver Quarterly. He has received fellowships from 
the National Endowment for the Arts and from the Massachu- 
setts Arts and Humanities Foundation. In 1975 he held the 
Fletcher Pratt Fellowship in Prose at Bread Loaf; he was a Staff 
Assistant in 1976 and 1977, and he joined the Bread Loaf Staff in 
1979. 


LINDA PASTAN, poet, has published four books of poetry: A 
Perfect Circle of Sun, On The Way To The Zoo, Aspects of Eve 
and The Five Stages of Grief. A chapbook, Setting the Table, is 
forthcoming. Her poems and reviews have appeared in The 
New Yorker, Atlantic, The New Republic, MS., Sewanee Re- 
view and the Virginia Quarterly Review. She has received a 
grant from the National Endowment for the Arts and has won 
the Poetry Society of America’s de Castagnola Award. In 1974 
she was the John Atherton Fellow in Poetry at Bread Loaf and 
she was a Staff member in 1978. 


WILLIAM STAFFORD, poet, is the author of Traveling 
Through the Dark, The Rescued Year, Allegiances, Someday 
Maybe and Stories That Could Be True. He has published 
poems in The Atlantic, Yale Review, Hudson Review, The New 
Yorker, and Poetry. He has served as Poetry Consultant to the 
Library of Congress and on the Literature Commission of the 
National Endowment for the Arts, and has taught at lowa, Kan- 
sas, Ohio, Oregon and Washington. 


HILMA WOLITZER, novelist, is the author of Ending, In the 
Flesh, Hearts and three novels for young readers. Her short 
stories and reviews have appeared in Saturday Evening Post, 
New American Review, Esquire, Ms., Ploughshares and The 
Washington Post. She has taught at Columbia University, The 
University of lowa and the Bennington Summer Workshops. 
She is a recipient of Guggenheim and National Endowment Fel- 
lowships, and was the William Raney Fellow at the Bread Loaf 
Writers’ Conference in 1974. She was a member of the faculty of 
the First Annual Midnight Sun Writers’ Conference at the Uni- 
versity of Alaska.

MARVIN BELL, poet, teaches at the University of Iowa. His 
books are Things We Dreamt We Died For, A Probable Volume 
of Dreams, The Escape Into You, Residue of Song and Stars 
Which See, Stars Which Do Not See (nominated for a National 
Book Award). He has received the Lamont Award of the Acad- 
emy of American Poets, the Bess Hokin Award from Poetry, 
and has held Guggenheim and National Endowment for the Arts 
Fellowships. He was a faculty member of the First Annual Mid- 
night Sun Writers’ Conference at the University of Alaska. He 
will publish two books in 1981: These Green-Going-to- Yellow 
and William Stafford and Marvin Bell: A Correspondence in 
Poetry. 

JOHN GARDNER is a novelist, short story writer, poet and 
critic. His works include The Resurrection, The Wreakage of 
Agathon, The Sunlight Dialogues, October Light, Nickel 
Mountain, Vlemk and Freddy's Book (fiction), On Moral Fic- 
tion (criticism) and a biography of Chaucer. A Guggenheim 
Fellow, he has held National Endowment for the Humanities 
and American Academy of Arts and Letters awards. He has 
taught at Oberlin, Southern Illinois University, Bennington, 
George Mason University and the State University of New 
York. 


ERICA JONG, poet and novelist, is the author of Half-Lives, 
Loveroot, At the Edge of the Body (poetry), Fear of Flying, How 
to Save Your Own Life and Fanny (fiction). She has received a 
Bess Hokin Prize and a National Endowment for the Arts Grant. 


HOWARD NEMEROV, poet, novelist and essayist, teaches at 
Washington University, and has taught at Brandeis and Ben- 
nington. He has served as a Consultant in Poetry to the Library 
of Congress. His books include The Image and The Law, 
Gnomes and Occasions, The Western Approaches, The Col- 
lected Poems and Sentences (poetry), The Melodramatists, 
Stories, Fables and Other Diversions (fiction) and Figures of 
Thought (essays). He has received Guggenheim Fellowships, a 
National Book Award for Poetry and Pulitzer Prize for Poetry. 


ROBERT PACK, poet and Director of the Conference, teaches 
at Middlebury College. A former Fulbright Fellow, recipient of 
National Institute of Arts and Letters and Borestone Mountain 
Poetry Awards, his books of poetry are: The Irony of Joy, A 
Stranger's Privilege, Guarded by Women, Selected Poems, 
Home from the Cemetery, Nothing but Light and Keeping 
Watch. He has published three books of poetry for children, a 
critical study of the poetry of Wallace Stevens, and is co-editor 
of New Poets of England and America. Waking to My Name: 
New and Selected Poems was published in 1980. 


RON POWERS is a television and radio critic, novelist and 
writer of nonfiction. His work has appeared in The Saturday 
Evening Post, The New York Times Book Review, Playboy and 
TV Guide. He received a Pulitzer Prize while he was a tv-radio 
critic for The Chicago Sun-Times; he also won an Emmy as a 
commentator for WMAQ-TV (Chicago). He is the author of 
The Newscasters: The News Business as Show Business (nonfic- 
tion) and two novels, Face Value and Toot-Toot-Tootsie, 
Good-Bye. He was a Bread Loaf Fellow in 1979 and a staff assis- 
tant at Bread Loaf in 1980.
